detectives. 
Correspondence has been going on 
for some time to secure Bergdoll’s 
release. Since this country has no 
othcial relations with Germany, no 
formal ncte has been sent, but the 
United States has made definite de­ 
mands for %Bergdoll\s release, while 
informal demands have been made 
for the release of the twc detectives. 
With the receipt of news of sen­ 
tencing of the two men, war depart­ 
ment 
officials 
said 
the 
demands 
would be made urgent. 
The negotiations were carried out 
by the 
state 
department 
through 
the American commissioner in Dres­ 
den and General Allen, commanding 
the American army of occupation.

erican slacker. 
Carl Xeuf and Franz Zimmer were 
charged with illegally assuming the 
power of police officers. 
Neuf was 
sentenced 
to 
fifteen 
months in prison, and the additional 
charge that he shot and wounded a 
German girl in Bergdoll’s car, was 
preferred. 
Zimmer 
was given six 
months. 
The men were defended by 
lawyers hired by the American LA 
gion. 
Bergdoll himself was a witness. 
He told a halting story and so clear­

ley L. Austen. 
Bv the term s'of the will a bequest 
of $1,000 is given to 
the 
Foreign 
Missionary society of the Christian 
church of which he was a member, 
and which is <*ommonlv called 
the 
Disciples 
of 
Christ; 
a 
similar 
amount also is given to 
the 
Home 
Missionary society 
of 
the 
same 
church. 
Mr. Austen also remembered the 
Home Service department 
of 
the 
Ru<di County chapter of the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross, and left them 
the 
sum of $500, ai d the Rushville Li­ 
brary also was 
left a 
similar 
amount. Mary Hyman of Conners- 
ville, whose married name the de­ 
ceased did not know*, also was re­ 
membered in the sum of $100, for 
services rendered while in the em­ 
ploye of Mr. Austen. 
John F. McKee of New Salem has 
been named executor of the estate, 
which is valued at several thousand 
dollars. 


With a decision made Saturday in 
the circuit court here by Judge So­ 
lon J. Carter, special judge, a ease 
which began here in 1908 of A. R.

These streets were to be constructed 
of stone and macadam, gutters and 
curb, but no sidewalk. 
The Eighth street job was 
com­ 
pleted, and practically all of Arthuf 
street excepting a portion 
between 
hird and Fourth streets. Another 
contract was allow*ed before Arthur 
street was completed to the Julius 
veller Construction company for the 
ayiijg of the sewer, and the 
plans 
called 
for 
the tearing up of the 
work on Arthur street, which 
had 
>een made by Mr. Herkless. 
Consequently the work of finish­ 
ing Arthur street was delayed by Mr. 
Terkless for two yeard while 
the 
sewer was being laid, and he did not 
receive 
pay for the entire job be­ 
cause he could not complete it. He 
maintains that the sewer was 
put 
through Arthur street^ by the 
city 
engineer, on purpose to keep

:’rom finishing the job. 
The suit was filed in 1908 by Mr. 
lerkless for damages amounting to 
$3,000 because he had been deprived

Statc Board of Accounts is Prepar­ 
ing Form Letters Fixing Maxi­ 
mum on Salaries 


SHERIFF AND BAILIFF LAWS 


No Fear Expressed Local Officials 
Will Take Advantage of Oppor­ 
tunity to Raid Treasury 


The state board of accounts 
is 
preparing form letters to be sent to 
county officials setting 
forth 
the 
board's views in regard to salaries 
for public officers, provided for 
in 
three laws passed by the recent ses­ 
sion of the legislature, in which the 
state board 
professes 
to 
see 
a 
chanee to raid the treasury of-any 
county. 
The laws referred to are the de­ 
puty sheriff 
law, 
the court bailiff 
law and the county superintendent 
of schools salary law. All of them 
leave the maximum salary to the dis­ 
cretion of local officials 
and 
for 
this reason the state board of ac­ 
counts is fearful lest some unserup- 
lous officials take advantage of the 
leeway given them. 
The state board of accounts made 
a ruling to the effect that the em­ 
ployment of deputy sheriffs under 
the law should be made only 
in 
cases of emergency and that the re­ 
gular deputy of the sheriff is not to 
come 
under the provisions of the 
law. In the case of the bailiff law 
the board made a recommendation 
that a salary of $5 a day 
while 
working be regarded as a maximum. 
In both cases 
the 
rulings were 
made at the request of officials who 
wish to take advantage of the laws. 
Letters setting forth the views of 
the department 
in 
regard 
to the 
Jaws are being prepared and will be 
sent to officials at once. The ques­ 
tion of fixing county school superin­ 
tendent's salaries has not yet been 
brought to the attention of officials. 
The deputy sheriff law provides 
for the employment and payment of 
deputy sheriffs by the county com­ 
missioners on the recommendation 
of. the sheriff. The court bailiff law 
provides for the appointment of bai­ 
liffs at a salary fixed by the judge. 
The school head law provides that 
he board of education, with appro­ 
val of county commissioners, shall 
5x the salary of the county super­ 
intendent at not less than $1,500 a 
year, but provides no maximum.

Germans, Who Should Have Paid 
Billion Marks, Suggest Reopen­ 
ing of Entire Discussion. 


(B y U nited P res«.) 
Paris, |Mar. 33.--The possibility 
of a further invasion of Germany 
arose today on receipt of another 
temporizing note from Berlin. 
It is 
believed the allied reparation com­ 
mission w*ould consider 
advancing 
allied troops into other 
industrial 
sections of Germany. 
Confiscation of property was urg­ 
ed in some quarters. Proponents of 
the idea declared the German gov­ 
ernment could reimburse its citizents 
who thus suffered losses. 
The allies have set today as the 
date by which Germany must pay 
one billion gold marks on their in­ 
demnity account. 
Instead of 
paying, they sent a 
note suggesting the reopening of the 
entire discussion. 
The note stated 
that German experts would be put 
to appraising 
indemnity 
payments 
already made and if the total does 
not reach 20 billion marks to be paid 
by May 1, this year, under the peace 
treaty, an effort would be made to 
float a loan. 
It was stated such a loan would 
have to be considered in connection 
with the entire reparation questions. 
French officials especially resent­ 
ed the note. 
The resentment was so 
keen that the reparation commission 
was expected to be the center of a 
fight to “put the screws on Germany.”

SPLENDID AUDIENCES OUT 


B y A U S T IN W E S T 
(U. P. Staff Correspondent) 


London ( B y M ail)— According to 
figures issued by the Mini.sterv 
of 
Labor today there are 1,143,300 re­ 
gistered unemployed in Britain— and 
theVj are still climbing. 


The unemployment barometer has 
taken several big jumps during the 
last few months. 
At the middle of 
October the number of men and w’o- 
rnen registered at the Employment 
Exchanges was 350,000; by tlie mid­ 
dle of Novemberiit was 473,000 ; by 
the middle of December 58 2,000; by 
the middle of January 842,000, and 
now they are well over the million 
mark. 


These figures do not take into ac­ 
count the thousands of unemployed 
who have not registered at the gov­ 
ernment bureau. If these were 
in­ 
cluded, it is estimated that the num 
her would be swelled to a 
million 
and a quarter. Nor are they inclus­ 
ive of the people working on syste­ 
matic short time, estimated at 600,- 
000. The latter are chiefly made up 
of cotton operatives and 
govern­ 
ment employees at dockyards etc. 


Optimistic officials of the Minis­ 
try of Labor believe the 
fieak 
has 
l*een reached, but the Lalior inem- 
Ifers of Parliament lean to the )»elief 
that the situation will lie deeideffiy 
worse liefore the turn 
is 
reached. 
Realizing this the 
government 
is 
grappling w'ith the problem with tbe 
primary object of stemming the tide. 


So far the government has been 
chiefly concerned in efforts to 
ab­ 
sorb tens of thousands of ex serv­ 
ice men into the industrial fabric» by 
propaganda and appeals to employ­ 
ers. The unexpected 
avalanche 
of 
unemployment of all classed, howev­ 
er; has made it imperative to create 
state-aided schemes. These were ex­ 
plained by the Minister of 
Labor, 
Dr. Macrtaniara. 


According to Maonamara, at least 
70,000 men have been found employ­ 
ment on public works. The expendi­ 
tures authorized for these schemes 
is practically $100,000,000. 
In addition to that, and /in 
the 
direction of mitigating hardship, an 
amendment to the Unemployment In ­ 
surance Act has added ,8,000,000 to 
tbe 4,000,000 jiersons 
insured. 
A 
further extension of the out-of-work 
donation to ex-service men has been 
granted, involving an additional ex­ 
penditure of $25,000,000 making in 
all, since tlie armistice, 
$200.000.- 
000 to ex-service men and $110,000- 
000, ottt-of-work donation for civil­ 
ians during the -first year after the 
armistice.

One of the chief bones of conten­ 
tion- between the 
government 
and 
the trades unions is the 
persistent 
refusal of the builders to t»ennit di­ 
lution of skilled labor by 
employ­ 
ment 
of 
unskilled 
ex-servicemen. 
There is not an unemployed brick­ 
layer in the country and work could 
immediately be found 
for 
100,000 
»men, resulting in employment being 


j provided for painters, plumbers, la­ 
borers, etc. Tn the

facts the .»0,000 ex-service men are 
forced to remain idle. 


The tendency here for some time 
has been to regard every trade as a 
close preserve and in

market to force up wages by means 
of strikes. Last year alone 27,000,- 
000 days of work w’ere lost owing to 
strikes.

The Labor Party so far has failed 
to suggest a cure for unemployment 
Leader dynes of the party dcelares 
it is up to the government to devise 
means for maintenance or work, and 
that some steps should be taken to 
restore international trade. 


Whatever the causes the present 
crisis is causing widespread misery 
in the country, and the out-of-work’

slavia today is uninterested in the 
Litle Entente. Belgrade’s refusal to 
renew the Serbo-Greew* treaty is re­ 
garded as the first definite step to­ 
wards withdrawing from all engage­ 
ments with the Greeks. 
The new* alignment,

by 
France, is said to call for a combi­ 
nation consulting of Poland, Cze- 
cho-Slovakit, Jugoslavia, and Bul­ 
garia and eventually with 
whatever 
power, other than Greece, 
controls 
Constantinople.

the state, in Fort Way ne conditions 
are ospecially had, but local auth­ 
orities, 
starting with a $10,000 ap­ 
propriation 
from 
the city council 
have begun a fight to save the trees 
by spray ing. 
“Among the scale 
insects espec­ 
ially had in the 
state 
arc oy ster 
shell, San Jose, and cottony maple 
s c a le s ,s a id Prof. Davis. “Various 
caterpillars, 
tent caterpillars, tus­ 
sock moth, bag worm and others are 
generally commdn. 
The scale sucks 
tlie plant juices, injures the trees 
not only by weakening 
it, but by 
making it more susceptible to bor­ 
ers and diseases. Such insects are 
controlled 
by lime-sulphur or mis- 
eible oil spray s applied during the 
dorniant season. Caterpillars defol­ 
iate/ the trees, necessarily weaken­ 
ing them. 
Applications of arsenate 
of lead spray at the projier season 
will kill these 
pests. 
A few also 
may be controlled by hand picking 
of the egg masses or oocoons, bund­ 
ing the trees, etc.
